Equator,
From the New York Sun.

The Kikuyu country in East Africa is
fiwmous for having within its borders
one of the greatest snow muuuluius! of
Afvlea, Mount Kenia, whose summit s
alwuys white with snow, though it les
directly under the equator, All travel-
ers have bheen enthusiastic over the
beauty and fertility of this reglon of
forest and plaln that riges from a
beight of about 4,000 feet to the sum-
mit of Kenli, more than 18,000 feet
above the sea, In this land, exceed-
ingly rich In agricultural possibilities,
It Is sald the white man can live and
Work as he does in Europe and very
likely die of old age. It Is practically
the anly reglon yet studied In tropleal
Africa of which it may be truthfully
asseried,

Travelers, however,
inhabitants of these uplands an evil
reputation, In other words, the Aki-
kuyu are sild to be suspleluus, treachs
crous and hostlle 1o all strangers, But
the latest testimony, coming from Ma-
Jor Richard Crawshay, of ,the British
army, who has lived u.munz thesde peos
plé for years, I8 1o the effect that the
are the finest African people he evef
met, and he has had long experience
among many tribes in Britlsh East Af-
rlea, It will be Intevesting to read
some things that Major Crawshay says
about the country in which white men
may live in good health and aboul the
remarkable natives who Inhabit it

The frst traveler to describe this
reglon was the late explorer, Joseph
Themson, who wrote as follows of the

Bxtremely fat sheep and goats abound
und there are ecattle In considernble
